1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claim 14 is allowed. The prior art does not disclose of fairly suggest advancing or 
retarding the timing of a system based on a second predefined time if a single bit is in the same 
state for a predetermined number of periods in a row, where the system has at least two coded 
channels, which support synchronized communications, with the timing of transmissions on 
either of the channels being retarded or advanced by the first predetermined time by setting a 
single bit. 

3. Claims 19-26 are allowed. The prior art does not disclose of fairly suggest using a single 
coded channel for transmission by two transmitters where the transmissions by each transmitter 
are of different types. 

4. Claim 40 is allowed. The prior art does not disclose of fairly suggest increasing or 
decreasing the power of a system based on a second predefined amount if a single bit is in the 
same state for a predetermined number of periods in a row, where the system has at least two 
coded channels, which support synchronized communications, with the power of transmissions 
on either of the channels being increased or decreased by the first amount by setting a single bit.
